Wye's Letter verbatim, London, Fuly 12: 


Tefterday arrived a Mail from France, with the following Advices, viz; 
ON the 7th Inftant Mofes Albbere, by Birth a Jew, and by Religion 2 

Mahometan, was baptized in the Parifh Church of St. Nicholas 
du Charden& by the Bifhop of. Xaintes, the King was his God.-father, 
being ceprefented by the Duke de Charoft, and the Dutche{s de Chantilles 
his God-mother, who named him Lewis. ’Tis confirmed trom Marfeil- 
Jes, that that City was entirely recovered, and the Inhabitants of the 
se Villages begun to bring into that Town Provifions again as 
ufual, 

The Comptroller Get.eral of the Finnances, having reprefented fome 
Days ago in Council, [hat Public Credit and. Commerce was Beginning 
to revive, it was very probable, That -it the Tax and Scrutioy of Effeéts 
be refolved on, Tings will relapfe into greater Contufion than ever, it 
was thought the fame would drop. 

Oa the 7th, the Duke du Main went to Verfailles, to vifit the Dutchefs of 
Orleans, where he had along Conterence with the Regent and the Cardinal du 
Bois, but hath not yet taken Poflcflion of the Appartments that were fitted up 
tor him in the Palace. 

Thefe Letters make no Mention of the meditated Reform of the Troops, as 
was {poke of in the former Accounts ; and becaufe of the ftoring the French Ma- 
gazines onthe Frontiers ot Germany, fome People are apt to think that Redu@i- 
on willfcarcely be put in Execution this Year. 

?Tis advifed from Frankfort, that the EleGor of Bavaria has ordered tcooo 
Men to be raifed forthwith,} and that the King of Prutlia defigned alfo confi- 
derably to augment his Troops. On the 28th palt, Genetal Zumjungen, with 
feveral other Imperial Generals, failed from Genoa for Meflina, to command 
the Emperor’s Army there. Several Imperial Regiments are ready to embark on 
the Coafts of Sicily, in cafe of Need, for the Ifland of Malta. Cardinal Althan, 
the new Vice-Roy of Naples, arrived there from Rome, from whence it is ad-' 
viled that the Chevalier de St. George, upon his Entrance into the 34 Year of 
his Age, received the Compliments of the Court. 

A certain Author remarks, That the Emperor is highly in the Favour of the 
Pope; and fays, God only knows on what Terms the Inveftiture of. Naples was 
granted him: And adds, That he is the laft remaining Male of the Aaftrian 
Houfe ; and fhould he, unfortunately, die as young as his Brotherdid, who can 
tell where the Imperial Diadem would be fixed, and what Alterations fuch a 
Change would make in the Affairs of the Empire, or how far we might be affe- 
&ed with them? For che Princefs Sobieski is near related to the Three Elec- 
tors: And rhe Obligations the Emperor owes to us, are not as he is Emperor; 
but as hé is Archduke of Auftria. .
